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Stock- watering  baa  an  aril  sound  In  tha 
public  ear,  and  justly  to  by  reason  of  iU  as¬ 
sociations.  Bat  stock- vs  taring  per  m  is  not 
a  tread.  It  is  nothing  more,  when  legiti¬ 
mately  done,  than  realising  tha  enhanced 
mala#  vt  a  property.  It  ia  just  aa  proper  a 
a  proceeding  of  a  merchant  who  marks  op 
the  price  of  tha  stock  of  goods  he  has  on 
hand.  Nevertheless,  it  baa  an  rril  odor 
clinging  to  it,  for  the  operation  presents 
sneb  temptations  to  fraud  on  the  part  of 
thoee  ia  oootrol  of  tha  property,  that  it  ia 
rare  for  tha  thing  to  bo  done  without  fraud 
at  some  stage. 

Sometimes  it  ia  a  aeries  of  frauds  from 
first  to  last,  enriching  the  few  men  who 
hare  planned  and  executed  It,  indicting  en¬ 
sure  losses  on  hundreds  of  innocent  invest¬ 
ors,  while  the  properly  itself  ia  irretrievably 
injured.  All  this  will  be  called  a  Wall  street 
trick,  or  stock  jobbery  ;  but  in  fact  it  ia 
simply  corporate  dishonesty.  Let  us  take 
one  glaring  example,  hoppoee  that  there 
crista  a  large  corporation,  having  a  heavy 
capital,  and  performing  highly  important 
functions  in  relation  to  the  public.  Its 
Board  of  Directors  is  composed  of  the  lead¬ 
ing  men  of  the  financial  world,  and  a  large 
proportion  of  the  stock  of  the  corporation 
is  held  as  a  permanent  investment. 

Another  company  is  started  as  a  rival  to 
the  fanner.  It  can  pay  no  divideuds,  and 
ia  not  likely  to,  for  its  promoters  repaid 
themselves  double  their  original  outlay 
through  the  medium  of  a  construction  com¬ 
pany,  and  they  purpose  to  make  more  by 
selling  out.  But  this  concern  can  and  does 
injure  the  dividend-paying  company,  though 
not  much.  In  course  of  time  the  leading 
spirits  in  eaoh  corporation  come  together 
secretly,  and  arrange  what,  in  a  term  bor¬ 
rowed  from  the  gambling-table,  is  called  a 
“deaL'V  The  dividend-paying  company  is 
to  absorb  (he  other,  and  to  doable  its  own 
stock. 

An  e Inborn* e  programme  is  laid  out,  ex¬ 
tending  over  uiauy  mouths.  As  the  first 
step  in  it,  holders  of  the  dividcud-paying 
stock  must  be  induced  to  sell  out — "shaken 
out  ”  tha  Street  colls  it.  The  corporate  dis¬ 
honesty  begins  at  this  point.  The  Board  of 
Directors  meet,  and  in  their  official  capacity 
they  issue  s  quarterly  statement  of  the  com¬ 
pany's  affairs,  which  is  a  carcfUily  con¬ 
cocted  falsehood  from  beginniug  to  eud.  Ia 
it  they  represent  that  business  has  fallen  off 
to  the  most  serious  extent ;  that  the  reve¬ 
nues  have  eo  greatly  shrunk  that  it  would 
be  highly  impolitic  to  declare  theN usual 
quarterly  divide  ml ;  that  a  reduced  dividend 
must  be  declared,  which,  it  is  true,  will  re¬ 
quire  most  of  the  surplus  in  the  company's 
treasury  to  pay,  but  by  careful  ecouomy 
they  hope  it  may  beef  ally  earned  in  the  fu¬ 
ture. 

The  issuance  of  this  officiid  falsehood  has 
been  prufiared  for  by  the  industrious  propa¬ 
gation  of  rumors  that  the  affairs  of  the  com¬ 
pany  are  in  a  truly  deplorable  condition. 
The  board  votes  the  reduced  dividend  ;  the 
men  who  are  in  the  secret  have  previously 
sold  their  stock,  and  they  set  to  work  to 
break  down  the  market  by  shoEt  sales.  The 
price  begins  to  sink  rapidly ;  innocent  in¬ 
vestors  are  frightened  at  what  they  see  and 
bear ;  they  moke  haste  to  sell,  and  the  price 
goes  on  sinking  with  every  lot  offered.  At 
last  it  reaches  a  level  where  the  conspira¬ 
tors  decide  it  is  time  to  buy.  They  have 
covered  their  short  contracts,  and  make 
their  profit  that  way  ;  and  under  their  buy¬ 
ing  the  price  rises  as  rapidly  as  it  went 
down,  which  catches  the  swarm  of  Wall 
street  stock  oi>erutors  who  had  been  sol¬ 
ing  the  stock  short,  and  were  not  iu  the 
secret 

When  the  men  who  are  conducting  the 
deal  get  all  the  stock  they  want  official  an¬ 
nouncement  is  made  that  the  rival  com¬ 
panies  have  ^agreed  to  combine,  and  the 
stock  of  the  consolidated  concern  wifi  be 
doubled.  Thin  being  done,  the  conspira¬ 
tors  desire  to  sell  their  enormous  holdings 
of  the  watered  stock.  They  therefore  meet 
again  in  their  official  capacity  os  Directors, 
and  issue  another  official  quarterly  state¬ 
ment  in  which  everything  said  in  the  last  is 
unsaid.  The  revenues  are  declared  to  have 
increased  in  a  most  unexpected  way,  great 
economies  bn’ve  been  effected,  and  the  pro¬ 
fits  of  the  quarter  are  large  enough  to  allow 
a  dividend  to  be  declared  at  the  full  rate  on 
the  whole  doubled  capital  stock,  yhile  the 
outlook  for  the  fntnre  is  such  as  to  give  as¬ 
surance  that  it  will  be  continued  and  pos¬ 
sibly  increased.  This  official  statement  is 
just  as  much  a  falsehood  as  the  other  was.
